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Mother of successfultwins glad she ignored counselor

While she recognizes the 
value of good advice, Janet R. 
Jones thinks parents should 
take the advice of public 
school guidance counselors 
with a grain of salt. Her skepti- 
cism is understandable. 

in 1976, when her twin sons, 
Ronald and Donald, were pre- 
paring to graduate from West 
High School, a guidance coun- 
selor advised she and her hus- 
band, Charles, to save their 
money: The twins, said the 
counselor, just weren't “col- 
lege material."' Today, both 
young men are successfully 
employed college graduates 
pursuing master's degrees at 
prestigious graddate schools. 

Ronald, who earned his 
bachelor's degree at the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati, was 
accepted in September to the 
renowned Wharton School of 
Finance at the University of 
Pennsylvania. A former realty, 
specialist with the U.S: Federal 
Reserve Board, he is planning 
to work at a Wall Street finan- 
‘cial institution in New York 
next summer. 

His twin brother, Donald, an 
OSU grad, moved to Los 
Angeles following graduation, 
where he met his future wife, 
Rosalind. Employed as a mort- 
gage banker, he is pursuing a 
master's degree in business 
administration at UCLA. 

The 27-year-old twins main- 
tained better than average 
gradesthroughouttheir 
undergraduate careers, and 
came close several times to

Based upon her own experien- 
ces, the counselor's unflatter- 
ing reputation was well- 
deserved, she said. 

“If we had listened to (the 
counselor), both these boys 
might have wound up selling 
used cars--or fixing them-- 
instead of enjoying lucrative 
and satisfying professional 
careers.”

A step in the 
right direction

© One of the best-kept secrets in the Black community is 
how education vouchers will help thousands of low- 
income children. 

Nearly everyonevagrees that there isa crisis in education, 
especially in inner-city schools. Large numbers of poor 
children have a hard time staying in school. Those who do, 
are distracted by a lack of discipline and other negative 
social forces. They find themselves trapped in a bureau- 
cratic machine that is too sluggish to help them when their 
need is greatest--in the early years of their school-careers. 

The Federal Government has been giving $3.5 billion 
each year to iocat:schoot districts for remedial instruction 
mumait- Tgetor t Hormects cnownas Title 1 of the flaman- 
tary and Secondary Education Act.) 

Education Secretary William Bennett is now asking Con- 
gress to turn this money into vouchers. He wants to let 
parents choose the school they think can best serve the 
needs of: their children, whether at public or private 
schools. The average voucher would be for $600, ranging 
from $240 to $1200, depending on the school district 
involved. 

One would think there would be an overwhelming cry of 
public support for the new bill. After all, parents would be 
able to buy back some of the opportunities for progress 
that have so far eluded them. 

With their new economic power, parents would be able to 
help manage the Chapter 1 money. They could reward 
good schools and put financial pressure on the bad ones to 
meet the standards of the marketplace. 

Parents make these kinds of decisions all the time--in 
buying food, shelter and clothing for their youngsters. Why 
not let them pick the teache: . and the schools that will 
influence the minds of their children? Who has been speak- 
ing out on vouchers? 

Those who criticize the loudest happen to have a vested 
interest in preserving the status quo. Usually it’s the 
teachers unions who don't want their members being 
“judged” by parents. The leaders appear anxious to main- 
tain control and power, even at the expense of the children. 

First, they argue that vouchers will endanger public 
schools, turning them into “dumping grounds.” They say 
the most motivated parents will pull their children out of 
public schools and send them to private schools. Suppor- 
ters. on the other hand, say that many inner-city schools 
are already dumping grounds. It's here that young people 
are chained to the treadmill of underachievement. Furth- 
ermore, children eligible for Chapter 1 funds make up 70 to 
90 percent of the enrollment in most of these schools. 

if some of the children should leave the public system, 
the present congestion would be alleviated. The needs of 
those who remain could be more adequately met. For many

They come from towns as large 
as East Cleveland (pop. 36,957) 
and as small as Rendville (pop. 
68). Their cities are almost entirely 
Black and overwhelmingly white. 
Some have industrial growth, 
while others complain of no tax 
base at all. Yet, they have come 
together to develop a common 
agenda for enhancing their com- 
munities -- and the economic via- 
bility of those Black constituents 
in their communities. 


They are the state's Black may- 

ors. They are united in a group 
called the Ohio Chapter of Black 
Mayors -- a group which is pres- 
ently attempting to gain visibility 
and clout. 

Ohio has a long and proud his- 
tory of electing Black mayors. The 
late Robert Henry, a funeral direc- 
tor in Springfield, was the first 
popularly-elected Black mayor of 
a major city, being elected in 1965. 
Henry's election, in a city of 
85,000, predated the more historic 
election of Carl Stokes as mayor of 
Cleveland in 1967. 

Other trailblazers were Theo- 
dore Berry, who was: appointed 


mayor of Cincinnati by the city: 
council, and James McGee, who 
served as mayor of Dayton for 12 
vears until he stepped down in 


1983, James Saunders just 
stepped down as mayor of Middle- 
town, acity near Cincinnati, which 
has been noted for Klan activity in 
the past. 

Richard Hunter, mayor of Silver- 
ton and Secretary of the group, 
says that the Black mayors have 
some common problems.” You're 
always in a fishbow!, because in 
many cases we're first-time Black 
administrators. People are looking 
to see if the city falls apart when we 
take over.’ 

Hunter added that “subordi- 
nates are always kind of hesitant 
about new leadership, especially 
Black leadership.” 

These mayors also share com- 
mon problems of all mayors --

The administration recently 
proposed that current federal aid 
to education for the poor should 
be replaced by a system of educa- 
tional vouchers.

The trouble with that superfi- 
cially seductive idea is that it won't 
improve education for poor child- 
ren and it very well could harm it. 

The current program now costs 
about $3.2 billion per year and 
while the funding is far below what 
is needed to do the job, the pro- 
gram is working.

Columbus (Ohio) Citizen 
Journal, a white paper, that 
spending money with a Black 
business or person is an inap- 
propriate strategy and said, 
“We need to talk more about 
functional integration into” 
white organizations. The very 
term “Buy Freedom” is repul- 
sive to this woman, identified in 
the story as owner of “B.J. 
Lundy Enterprises, 928 Geers 
Ave.” in Columbus. 

The paper failed to mention 
that this is her home address 
and her “public relations” bus- 
iness is questionable or that 
she, in view of witnesses, asked 
our Buy Freedom representa- 
tives to pay her to work in the 
campaign. It seems that the 
idea was acceptable if she were 
a paid agent. 

The white Columbus paper 
also dug up “Eldon Ward, 
owner of E.E. Ward Moving and 
Storage, 1289 E. Main St.” who 
said a $100 business fee to join’ 
was out of the question. “I'd 
also like to know where is the 
money going? To Tony 
Brown?” Good question. 


During our Freedom Rally in 
Columbus, we raised $2,100 
from the sale of 21 Freedom 
Seals, decals to identify Black 
businesses that promise cour- 
teous service, competitive pri- 
ces and new jobs. We raised 
another $400 in a collection 
from the 2,000 present. The 
$400 was promptly donated to 
Singletary’s PlazaMart, the 
Black-owned supermarket 
struggling for survival. 

We aiso created a surge of 
about 4,500 the next 
day (up from 500) who took a 
written Freedom Pledge to buy 
from the PlazaMart and other 
Black businesses. ~~ 
10 go to Columbus, rent a 
untonized hall, promote the 
rally and campaign, print leaf- 
lets, ship and distribute 20,000 
magazines (printing cost: 35 
cents.each), pay hotel bills and 
airfare for four of two separaté 
trips, it cost the Buy Freedom 
drive approximately $20,000. 
Our loss in Columbus: $17,900!

then spread the rumor that my

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We have sold a total of 150 
decals for a total of $15,000.

Expenses for three rallies 
alone are in excess of $70,000. 
« One Black writer, Blanche 
Hamilton of the St. Louls Evpn- 
ing Whirl, went so far as to 
rumor that | was financed by 
“Jewish interests” as a compet- 
itor to Minister Louis Farrak- 
han. When contacted by 
phone, she admitted that she 
did not believe what she had 
written. “Why did you write it, 
then?” my associate wanted to 
know. She merely wanted a 
reaction and.attention, she 
said. 

My personal financial 
investment in Buy Freedom 
will eventually pay off because 
everyone involved will benefit.

His 30- 
year business had dwindled in 
the last few years. Since

We are collecting and com- 
puterizing thousands of 
shoppers like Dorothy James 
in New Jersey who called to 
find out what Freedom Busi- 
ness sells toys. Or Neal Hamp- 
ton of Orange, California and 
Mary Ross of Bloomfield, New 
Jersey, who wrote for a “listing 
of vendors cooperating in the 
Buy Freedom campaign.” 
Soon, thousands will be 
matched up with Freedom 
businesses by computer. 

Teo many of our people are 
Hecnerate for this ides te WOT, 
too many to allow it to fail. And 
it will eventually be profitable. 

Tony Brown will get his 
investment back and make a 
profit for risking his capital and 
taking the chances. Freedom 
Businesses will profit enor- 
mously. 

But no personal rewards will 
accrue until the community 
benefits first. 
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years. Among her many clients

For that, Brown 
attempts to punish her by mis- 
stating her position and attack- 
ing her credibility in a 
nationally-syndicated column 
which will be read by thou- 
sands of people whose first-- 
and only--knowledge of Lundy 
will be informed by his biased 
and vindictive assault. 

Potential clients whom she 
has never met may have their 
opinions of her clouded by 
Brown's unfair and inaccurate 
characterization. 

Brown had fewer words to 
offer on the subject of Eldon 
Ward. The sarcasm of his 
introductory line is unmistaka- 
ble, however: ‘‘The White 
newspaper (the C-J also dug 
up ‘Eldon Ward, owner of E.E. 
Ward Moving and ‘Storage...; 
who said a $100 business fee to 
join (Buy Freedom) was out of 
the question,” he wrote. 

The implications are clear: 
“The White paper” is engaged 
in a sinister attempt to under-

If Tony Brown had spent 
more than a few hours or days 
in Catiimbus, he would.know 
that Rider Wart is nots person 
one has to dig up. He would 
know that Ward is the heredi- 
tary owner and operator of 
what is perhaps the nation’s 
oldest Black business in con- 
tinuous operation. He would 
know that Eldon Ward is one of 
the local community's most 
distinguished citizens, that he 
has sat‘on the boards of 
numerous important charita- 


ble and civic agencies and 
institutions, and has a long- 
standing reputation as a gen- 
erous contributor to worth- 
while causes. And, had Brown 
spent more than a few air- 
conditioned hours in Colum- 
bus, he also would know that 
Eldon Ward is well-known as a 
tireless and selfless volunteer 
for a variety of programs and 
projects to benefit the citizens 
of Columbus. 

Brown's sneering sarcasm is 
as irritating as it is inapprop- 
riate. Apparently, he feels that 
anyone who is not unquestion- 
ably enthusiastic about his pet 


project automatically fails his 


personal Blackness test. 

1, for one, do not believe in 
Blackness tests. If we are to 
continue to advance as a race, 
we must always encourage 
opendialoguée, allowing 
serious people to express 
views contrary to our own, and 
allowing others to raise ques- 
tions withouth having their 
hdénest and their character 
assailed. 

1 think it is fair and accurate 
to:say that Tony Brown has a 
monumental ego. That monu- 
mental ego has helped him to 
delude himself into believing 
that the interests of Black 
peopte--in Columbus and 
elsewhere--can only be ade- 
quately defined by Tony 
Brown. He confuses the inter- 
ests of ‘Tony Brown with the 
interests of Black Americans 
eri masse. 

Obviously, we have many 
problems in Columbus, not the 
least of them involving the 
development of effective 
strategies for promoting Black 
businesses. People like B.J. 
Lundy and Eldon Ward--who 
live and work with these prob- 
lems daily -- know considera- 
bly more about the nature of 
these problems than Tony 
Brown ever will. 

He does not know who B.J. 
Lundy is; he does not know 
who Eldon Ward is; and he 
does not know Columbus. 

Do we really need this guy?

Based on 
Black American novelist Alice 
Walker's Pulitzer Prize- 
winning book, Speilberg’s 
“The Color Purple” should do 
as well in the theatres as 
Walker's five novel is doing in 
the-bookstores. The film.prob- 
ably will be a serious con- 
tender in several categories of 
the Academy Awards. 

“The Color Purple” is an 
important film. It grabbed the 
attention of the film industry, of 
critics, and of American film- 
going audiences months 
before its actual completion.

Hopson gives OSU 
fans early present

OSU basketball fans re- 
ceived an early Christmas 
present with the squad winning 
its first five home games and 
with the play of junior guard 
Dennis. Hopson. 


Hopson, 6-5, VSs-puaweds, 
scored 103 points in three of 
the Buckeye’s wins, the week 
of Dec. 1. He has been honored 
by the Big Ten as its first men’s 
basketball Player-of-the- 
Week. The Browsher High 
School graduate also was 
awarded the Sports Illustrated 
national Player-of-the-Week. 


For the three games, Hopson 
‘was 38-of-54 from the field and 
27-of-33 from the free throw 
line. During that time period, 
he also had 18 rebounds, nine 
steals, seven assists and five 
blocked shots. 

Hopson says that the secret 
to his success is the hard work 
he applies to the game and his 
pre-game rituals. 


“| don’t do anything before 
the game,” he said. “I’ve been 
doing the same things since 
thé ninth grade--just relaxing. | 
don't sleep all day the day ofa 
game. | get up. and I'm real 
active.” 


Hopson has been active on 
the basketball court. He is 
second in the Big Ten in scor- 
ing averaging 28.3 points per 
game. The 42 points he scored 
against Cleveland State was a 
career high. 


“| feel great,” he said about 
scoring 80 many points. “So far 
the teams we have been play- 
ing I've been able to take what 


they give me. If | see a little 
opening, I’m going to try to get 
in it--to score. A lot of my 
points are coming from hard 
work.” 

As far as hard work goes the 
Buckeyes are going to have to 
become @ balanced. scoring 
BEGGS WSs Rieti theit win- 
ning edge when the Big Ten 
season starts Jan. 2. 

“We are going to be as good 
as we want to be,” he said. “If 
we go out and play hard every 
game and play good defense 
we will be successful. We have 
nine people who are ready for 
the Big Ten. We are very 
young, but I've got faith in the 
guys.” 

When the Big Ten season 
opens, Hopson plans to keep 
his scoring streak going but he
